He 
also asked consumers to reduce 
their consumption of electricity to 
less than the permitted ration, if 
possible, keeping in mind that every 
unit saved would help to keep men 
and women.at work, to reduce the 
ran “cu of mass unemployment, 
food shortages and the curtailed pro- 
duction of other industrial products. 
The immediate prospect, he said, 
was, if anything,. worse. for indus- 
tries dependent on coal for power. 
The total amount of coal available 
was insufficient even to keep a few 
of the vital services going—that is,| 
the limited rail services, some gas 
undertakings and food producing 
concerns. It was hoped to keep 
these essential industries and ser- 
vices in operation by utilising 
the. balance of coal. at their 
disposal, supplemented by the 
the reserves of timber and turf 
briquettes which had been acquired

Domestic consumers will have the 
utmost difficulty in restricting their 
consumption to 20 per cent. of the 
1941. level. The hardest-hit of all 
will be the consumer who kept his 
1941 consumption down to the 
lowest possible level. It is felt by 
these consumers—most of whom are 
in the low-income class—that .the 
E.S.B. should bring in a general 
rationing scheme, basing the ration 
on the number of rooms in a house, 
and taking into account - the 
numbers, including young children, 
in the household. 

The “cuts” will make conditions
